Detailed Action 

1 . The drawing is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84 (p)(s) as failing to contain each 
numeral in the description. For example numeral 1 in line 15 on page 9 of the 
description is not present in the drawing. Correction is required. The introduction of 
new matter should be guarded against. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

This claim sets forth that the arm members are arranged almost parallel and then 
that their attitudes are changed. Thus the claim should clearly define the state in which 
the arms are parallel and the state in which they are not parallel. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Shahinpoor. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Merlet 
or Clavel. 
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Note motors MOT, i.e., actuators, and arms TF in Merlet. The drives in the 
actuators would rotate clockwise or counterclockwise to expand/contract the arms. 

Note figure 5 in Clavel contains arms 5 and actuators 13 with slides 24 that 
expand/contract. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tanikawa 
et al or Aria in view of Dagalakis. 

It would have been obvious to provide a magnifying observation device in either 
of Tanikawa or Aria in view of the teaching in Dagalakis (column 1 , lines 1 5-1 9).
